charges of bribery, all allegations that 
contributions were made by the Sugar 
Trust, - directly or indirectly, to the 
Campaign Committee, or to be used in 
elections by either party, or that any 
Senator wes in any way improperly in- 
' fluenced in the tariff legislation.

Senator, Hunton asked speedy in- 
vestigation, and so did Senator Harris. 

Senater Allen, in behalf of Senator 
Kyle, who is absent, declared that he 
would demand an investigation. Sena- 
tor Allen made the resolutions more 
specific by adding: ‘Or whether any 
Senator has been speculating in what 
is known as sugar stock while the 
tariff bill has been pending.”’. 

A typewritten paper signed by Sen- 
ators Cockrell and Harris as the sub- 
committee of the.

BALTIMORE, May 17.—A special to 
the Sun from Richmond, Va., says that 
H. O. Cleggett, private secretary of 


Senator Hunton,’ gives an interesting 


story of the manner in which the effort 
was made to bribe Senator Hunton. 
Bultz went to Warrenton with letters 
and sought an interview with Epha 
Hunton, Jr., the Senator’s son. He ap- 
proached Hunton as an attorney, and 
told him he wished to engage his serv- 
ices in an important case. He also told 
him his fee was to be $25,000 or more.

Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota. 
said that, as it was Bultz of Hanson 
county, N. D., one of his constituents, 
who was charged with having made the 
attempt, he desired to make a state- 
ment. Mr. Bultz called upon him last 
night for a conference, and concluded 


‘that the best thing he could do would 


be to court ‘the fullest investigation. 
He had a letter from Bultz which he 
desired to have read in the Senate, 
and he sent it to the Clerk’s desk. The 
letter asks that the Senators from North 
Dakota demand a speedy investigation 
of the allegations, which, so far as the 
hewspapers publishing them are con- 
cerned, Bultz stigmatized as falsehoods 
pote slanders, utterly without founda- 
on. 

Senator Cockrell suggested another 
amendment, to include after the words 
“Sugar Trust’: “Or any persons con- 
nected therewith,’ and, also, after the 
words, ‘‘money paid for campaign. pur- 
poses,’’ “Or to secure legislation.”’ 

Senator Lodge acecpted this amend- 
ment also. 

Senator Allen thought the scope of 
the resolution should be made so as to 
include investigation of the charges go- 
ing the rounds of the newspapers that 
a had been speculating in sugar 
stock. 

There was'no response‘to Mr. Allen’s 
suggestion. 

Senator Chandler wanted to amend 
the resolution so as to include money 
paid by the Sugar Trust, not only for 
campaign, but for election purposes. 
He had occasion to believe all he said, 
that money has been used by the 
Sugar Trust to elect United States Sen- 
ators. Senator Lodge accepted this 
amendment also. - 

Senator Faulkner of “West Virginia 
askéd that a clause be added to the 
resolution so as to give the investiga- 
tion committee jurisdiction to investi- 
gate and report on any other charges 


that might be preferred before the com- } 


mittee against Senators alleging cor- 
rupting influences in connection with 
the tariff bill. Senator Lodge indicated 
a willingness to accept this amendment. 

Mr. Quay asked that Senator Faulk- 
ner’s amendment be modified so as to 
give the committee the jurisdiction not 
only on charges in connection with the 
tariff bill, but of all legislation. This 
suggestion failed to secure approval. 

‘As no response had been made to 
Senator Allen’s insinuation about Sen- 
ators speculating in sugar stock during 
the consideration of the tariff bill, he 
presented at this point a formal amend- 
ment to include the charges in the in- 
quiry. It was accepted by Senator 
Lodge, and then, without division, just 
as the morning hour expired, the reso- 
lution was adopted. As amended the 
resolution is as follows: 

‘‘Whereas, it has been stated in the 
Sun, a newspaper published in New 
York, that bribes have been offered to 
certain Senators to induce them to 
vote against the pending tariff bill, 
vote against the pending tariff bill; 
and whereas, it has also been stated 
in a similar article in the Press, a 
newspaper published in Philadelphia, 
that the sugar schedule has beem made 
up as it stands in the proposed amend- 
‘ment in consideration of a large sum 
of money paid for ‘campaign purposes of 
the Democratic party; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that a committee of five 
Senators be appointed to investigate 
these charges and to‘inquire further 
whether any contributions have been 
made by the Sugar Trust or any per- 
son connected therewith to any political 
party for campaign or election pur- 
poses or to secure or defeat legislation, 
ani whether any Senator has been or 
is speculating in what are known as 
sugar stocks during the consideration 
of the tariff bill now before the Senate, 
and with power to send for the per- 
sons and papers and to administer 
oaths. 

“Resolved, further, that said com- 
mittee be authorized to investigate and 
report upon any charge or charges 
which may be filed before it, alleging 
the action of any Senator has been 
corruptly or improperly influenced in 
the consideration of said bill, or that 
any attempt has been made to influ- 
ence legislation.’’ 

The bribery question having been 
disposed of for the time being, the 
tariff bill was taken up, and Senator 
Gallinger for an hour and a quarter 
continued his review of general tariff 
legislation. He then yielded to Sena- 
tor Higgins, who spoke at length on 
the effect of the protection prices.

reached; if not, whether, in his opin- 
ion, there was any defect in the anti- 
trust law. 

The Lodge tariff-bribery and sugar- 
investigation resolution, which came 
over from yesterday, was then laid be- 
fore the Senate by Vice-President Stev- 
enson, and Senator Lodge took the 
floor. On Monday, he said, an article 
had appeared in the Philadelphia Press 
charging that enormous profit would 
accrue to the sugar trust by the fixing 
of the “date when the sugar schedule 
would go into effect at January 1, 
which profit was estimated at $50,000,- 
000. It charged that the schedule was 
exacted by the trust in fulfillment of 
pledges made to it during the cam- 
paign of 1892. It also charged that the 
Jones amendments were in the hands 
of a firm of New York brokers, whose 
names were given at the very time 
when their existence was denied by the 
chairman jof the Finance Committee 
and others. 

These charges, he said, were made by 
E. J. Edwards, a well-known newspaper 
man, who wrote over the nom de plume 
of Holland. If there was any truth in 
it the public ought to know it; if false, 
they constituted a libel of the grossest 
kind. On yesterday a New York news- 
paper, from its correspondent here, had 
printed a story of an alleged attempt 
to bribe Senators, that since had been 
confirmed by an interview with one of 
the Senators. ae! 

Mr. Hunton of Virginia said that as 
his name had been connected with.the 
charges, he desired to say that he 
hoped they would be investigated. to 
the lowest depth. -It was not becoming 
in him to say more than this at. this 
time. As a matter of fact he had 
never been approached at all. He felt 
annoyed that any one should suppose 
he could have been bribed, and espe- 
cially in the form in which the attempt 
was made, through a well-beloved son, 
who stood as high above anything or 
the. sort as he (Senator Hunton) 
claimed to be. 


Senator Cockrell of Missouri sug- 


| gested that the resolution be amended 


to: also the amendments fixing 
the rate on Paris white dry at a quar- 
ter of 1 cent, ground in oil at one-half 
of 1 cent, and on oxide of zine and 
white paint at 1 cent per pound. 

The Jones amendment to substitute

This meant the inauguration of 
the policy of duress that made famous 
the struggle over the Federal election 
bill, the bill to repeal the Sherman 
law, and all other big legislative con- 
tests in the Senate. The Republicans, 
under the leadership of Senator Man- 
derson, resisted, vainly arguing that 
they did not seek to delay action on 
the tariff bill. They used the usual 
filibustering methods, breaking a 
quorum by refusing to vote, although 
certain of their Western colleagues 
declined to join in the filibustering. 

At 7:30 o’clock a motion to adjourn 
was voted down by the Democratic 
side. Both sides by this time had evi- 
dently concluded to “sit it out.”” They 
prepared for a siege. They smoked in 
cloakrooms and chatted on the floor. 
Senator Palmer rezaled those who ga‘h- 
ered about him with his inimitable sto- 
ries.

DANIEL BARRDTT, right leg bro- 
ken, arm torn off and internally in- 
jured.

died two hours afterward.

The scene of the cyclone is a hard 
one to describe. Houses, fences, trees 
and obstruations of all kinds in the 
path of the storm have been carried 
away, and nothing is left to mark 
the spot where they stood, except 
huge holes in the ground, The coun- 
try devastated is about one-quarter of 
a mile wide and six miles in length, 
the great funnel-shaped cloud traveling 


in an irregular .southeast course, the 


greatest damage being dong almost 
a mile from where it rose and passed 
on east. 


The building, in which were Danie | 
_ Barrett, hts wife and their two grand- 


dawghters, Myrta and Martha Dasho, 
is so compietelty demolished that not 
even a portion of the foundation is 
left. The first remnants of the house 
are at least one hundred yards from 
it stood. Here began a fen 
scattering boards, and further on can 
be seen larger portions of the building, 
and about forty rods from where it 
stood is the roof, almost intact, to- 
gether with portions of the frame 
work.

He was still 
breathing when found, but died soon 
aftedward without returning to con- 
sciousness.

James Whitman, a farm hand in the 
employ of Barrett had a most miracu- 
lous escape. He was in the field with 
a team, in company with Oxinger; and 
started for the barn. To the fact that 
his team became unmanageable and 
broke away him, ‘he probably 
owes his life. 

The whirling cloud seemed to go very 
slowly in its forward course and gave 
many people, who otherwise would have 
been killed, time to get out of its 
course. The course seemed to be some- 
what zigzag and rolled from right to 
left, as weli as upwards in its course. 
Rain came down in torrents. Where 
at 4 o’clock stood fields of wheat, now 
stand ponds of water. All vegetation is 
cut off close to the ground. Hundreds 
of people from every direction flocked 
to the scene. The scenes around the 
dead and dying were heartrending. Mr.

How “Gen.” Kelly Wears the 
“Commodore” Honors. 


Incidents That Attended the Water Retreat 
of the Industrial Army from Des 
Motnes—Kelly and the 
Camp Angelis. 


The Des Moines Register reports the 
departure of Kelly’s Industrial Army 
from Iowa’s capital city, May 9, in dee 
tail. As indicative of what the army 
is Hable to accomplish or not to 
accomplish, the following reports 
from the  Register’s account are 
here reproduced: 

“Kelley’s army left town yesterday 
as it came in—that is, it strajrgled and 
blundered along without the least sem- 
blance of organization or order of any 
kind. The boats began to lesve before 
9 o’clock. There was no restraining 
the men from getting into the boats 
ae were completed and pulling 
out... 
“It was impossible to tell exactly ~ 
how many men left Des Moines as . 
Members of the army, or even how 
many boats there were. At 5:30 p.m, 

seventy-five boats, carrying 589 men, 
had passed the point of observation at 
Adelphi. From the statements of’ @ 
party which came down the river at 
this time and had counted the boats 
passed, it appeared that there were 134 
boats in the fleet. They carried about — 
seven or eight men each on an aver’ 
age, so that the number of men was 
not far from 1000. They were getting 
very tired at this time and were al 
ready . beginning to pull up to shore 
for the night. They found it more like 
work than they had expected. 

“Kelly’s mud-scows are six feet wide 
at the prow and they moved down the 
river from Des Moines yesterday about 
half as rapidly as a man walks in 
walking thirty miles a day. If his fol- 
lowers persist in their determination to 
go down the Des Moines to the Missige 
sipp! Kiver they will reach Keokuk 
about the 4th of July. .. 

“The last. seen or heard - of ‘Gen.’ 
Kelly was at the Winterset bridga, 
about 3 o’clock; “with ‘the army an- 
gels,’ the two women who are travel 
ing with Kelly. He found his army 
badly scattered again, and saw night 
coming on to keep them so, many be» 
ing far removed from the feeding 
partment. He did'not leave the city 
till about 2 o’clock himself. . 

“While ‘Gen.’- Kelly has criticised 
the Citizens’ Committee, now that he 
and his army are safely out of town, 
it is only fair:'to say that during the 
past two or three days his generalshi 
has consisted larg2ly im escorting abou 
the two infatuated women. whe. are 
with the army, much to the neglect 
of the latter. It seems to be the come 
mencement of the old, old story, and 
Kelly will find worse snags ahead with 
his army than those in the Des Moines | 
River unless he changes his course 
There. was no system or order about 
the starting yesterday morning. Bvery 
man went in his own appointed = 
and in his own appointed way. 
one knew exactly what to do, can 
some of the men drifted down through 
pure i ance. Even about so impor 
tant a matter as the commissary de- 
partment there was only. a harum- 
skarum arrangement. As far as Kelly 
was concerned the navy might as well 
have been without a commodore. The 
result’ was that. last night while the 
vanguard rested near the mouth of 
Camp Creek, the Polk county line, 
about one and a half miles above Run- 
nells, the rear endjwas fully six miles 
this side of that point, and Kelly, the 
devil himself did not know where he 


owas or what he was about, but-all the 


men in the barges ahead supposed he 
was bringing up the rear some place

Mr. Bellamy of “Looking Backward”’ 
fame has been according interviews to 
reporters of Eastern journals, and ex-

The 
company was very sorry, but the men 
could not possibly be carnied for less 
than the regular passenger rates, and 
on passenger trains only. The com- 
pany was constrained to thus refuge 
“Col.” Vinette’s request on account of 
the trouble that recently ensued as the 
result of carrying an Industrial Anmy 
out of California and dumping the 
passengers in Utah. The ‘company 
cannot afford to take chlances on havil- 
ing a freight carioad of the men and 
turn'ng’ them loose on New Mexico 
or any ather Territory or State. When 
the superintendent had conveyed this 
information to the would-be excursion 
managers, he dropped into a reminis- 
cent mood and told them something 
which may not have been as new to 
them as it was startiing. 
It is alleged that a short time ago, 
While the Industrial Anmy,’under the 
ted teadership . of **Ool.”’ 
Vinette, was encountering a series of 
Waterloos at Colton and thereabouts, 
some memibers of the army approadhed 
a Southern Pacific engine-driver, who 
had recently arrived from Oregion, 
and offered him $200 if he would haul 
a trainioad of the men to Yuma. The 
engineer dectined the offer and re- 
ported the incident to Superintendent 
Muir, who at once turned the matter 
ove¥ to Chief of Police Glass. The de- 
tectives succeeded in verifying the re- 
port, but found that the offer had in 
the meantime been increased to $500 
Where the money was to come from 
does not appear, and few people sus- 
pected the crawd of being able to pay 
an average fare of $4 each to reach 
the Cotorado River.

Having for a long time been a friend 
of the Clark ‘family, he was allowed to 
make his home with them. He would 
| frequently’ tell about how his wife was 
thinking of coming to California, and 
would frequently speak of the con- 
tents of letters which he-told of re- 
ceiving from -her. 
|. Things went on in sométhing in thig 
fashion, he occasionally being away 
for a time, supposedly to visit his old 
_home in Col o. This was about four 
years ago, and as time went on he 
continued to impose upon friendship 
by borrowing money from one and an- 
other with whom he had become ac- 
quainted. He always managed to do 
so, however, in such a manner that 
those whom he defrauded* would not 
lose. confidence in his honesty. 

After one of his absences, supposed 
to, be a trip to Colorado, he confided 
to his friends that his wife was about 
to commence divorce proceedings 
against him. Asked what legal com- 
plaint she. could make against him 
whereby she could hope 
separation, he said he supposed she 
could plead non-support, as by his hav- 
ing had bad luck in one way and an-

| other he had been unable to send her 


funds. 
Not . sone: after having made this 
Statement he came into e house one 


day and with the remark, ‘‘I have it,’’ 
waved a paper which he held in his 
hand. By -his actions he led the people 
to believe it was the proper divorce 
document, or notice of divorce. 

While making his home with the 
Clarks he maintained a small Office in 
one of the business places of the city 
and ostensibly conducted a fruit ship- 
ping, or some such kind of business. 

‘Mrs. Henry having something over 
$1100 to invest he persuaded her to put 
it in what he stated was Colorado min- 
ing stock in charge of a man named 
Martin. He would frequently receive 
letters, which he claimed were in ref- 
eence to the stock, and from time to 
time would state that the market at 
just such time was low, so there was no 
ready sale for the stock, but there would 
be before long. In fact, if s he would 
only wait a little time she would easily 
.double her money. Later she told him 
she believed she would like to take out 
the money and invest it elsewhere, 
whereupon he. offered to do so for her, 
but on one excuse and another suc- 
ceeded in delaying such transfer. 

Lashon was several times intrusted 
with money to be paid in one way or 
another, and on a number of occasions 
was given sums of various amounts for 
the specific purpose of paying them 
each respectively tow what was 
due on a lot, The surprise may be 
imagined when it was found, as has 
since been done, that all, or nearly all 
the money thus given him was kept 
by him, or at least it was never paid 
over where it was intended it should 


As an instance of his manner of im- 
posing on the confidence of others it 
may mentioned that he was once 
given $5 with the request that he pur- 
chase a small article that would cost 
25 cents. He purch and brought 
the article, but entirely neglected to re- 
turn the change. 

After he stated he had been divorced 
from his wife he comenced paying at- 
tention to Miss Nellie Clark and seems 
to have exerted almost a hypnoptic 
influence over her, for she still main- 
tains faith in him. The friendship be- 
came warmer, and finally they were 
engaged to be married. 

About three weeks Mrs. Clark 
expressed her mind pretty freely, tell- 
ing him they could hardly continue to 
support him longer in the house. He 
left and was not long afterward heard 
from at Pasadena, where it was re- 
ported he had been hurt. He was taken 
to the Sisters’ Hospital. ° 

It has since been. learged that some 
time before that he was closely pressed 
by a man named Giger for $92, which 
he (Lashon) owed him, and finally 
paid it by giving a note on which were 
forged the names of Mrs. Clark and 
Mrs. Henry. ; 

Lashon was arrested on the charge 
of forgery and is now in the County 
Jail. e still claims that if only he 
had a chance he would fix things all 
right. He is, of course, anxious to 
have somebody give a $500 bond, so 
that he may be released from confine- 
ment, but as no one is likely to run 
the risk of having to pay that sum 
should: Lashon fail to appear in court 
at the proper time, it is probable he 
will remain where he is till he comes 


to trial. 

Miss Nellie still maintains he is the 
victim of unfortunate circumstances 
and visits him at the jail. It is said 
she is endeavoring to secure bail for 
his release. 7

The weather was gen- 
erally cloudy, except in the afternoons 
of the fore part of the week, with fre- 
quent night fogs which lasted well 
into the forenoons and rain Sunday 


was light in the Coast districts and 
uite heavy in the mountain sections. 

e cool, damp weather was generally 
beneficial to crops, particularly beans 
and corn, but tended to retard the 
ripening of fruits. The rain e 
latter part of the week came too late 
to benefit grain, and while on the 
whole it was beneficial to vegetation, 
it is thought to have slightly dam- 
aged mown hay. The reports continue 
to indicate favorable prospects for the 
deciduous fruit crop. 

Detailed reports follow: 

Santa Barbara county—Beans and 
corn will be greatly helped by today’s 
(Monday) rain; it has rained steadily 
all the afternoon. 

Ventura county—Hueneme:  €ool, 
foggy weather was beneficial for bar- 
ley, and more: will be harvested should 
cool weather continue. Haying has be- 
gun. Bardsdale: Cook weather con- 
tinues, with frequent frosts and heavy 
mists; apricots are nearly grown, but 
are a month later than last year; Hay 
is being cut and is up to thé average 
on account of. being irrigated, but the 


good, but not many have been -planted. 

Los Angeles ,county—Colegroye:- h 
fogs prevailed night and morning the 
early part of the week, with clear days; 
the latter part was partly cloudy, with 
light rain Sunday morning; a very fair 
crop of hay is being cut; all kinds of 
fruit doing splendidly; lemon trees pe- 
ing extensively planted. South Los 
Angeles: High fogs, lasting till the 
late forenoon or early afternoon pfe- 
vailed, and were a great benefit to 
fruit and crops. Verdugo: Monday’s 
rain, amounting to .21 of an inch, came 
too late to be of any benefit to grain 
and will slightly damage mown hay. 
Pasadena: Grain is beyond hépe of re- 
covery; rain now would only help fruit; 
the deciduous fruit crop is very large 
and should no hot spell happen it will 
be the best in years; foggy every morn- 
ing; oranges nearly gone. Covina: 
Half an inch of rain fell Monday even- 
ing; apricots will have to be heavily 
thinned in many instances; prunes are 
not setting so heavily. Claremont: 
The week was cool and cloudy with 
foggy. nights. There has been nothin 
to.damage crops, and their genera 
condition and growth is good; highest 
tenrperature, 75 deg. 
‘Saf Bernardino county—Ontario: 
Monday night’s rain makes the total 
forthe season 9.07 inches; in the upper 
part:of the colony the fall was nearly 
an {nch,; making the total there about 
thirteen. inches. Some damage was 
done to hay, but on the whole the rain 
was welcome; highest temperature, 86 
deg. Chino: Foggy nights prevailed 
and young beets are making a very 
rapid growth. Redlands: Crops under 
irrigation continue to give promise 
first-class yields; moisture from fogs 
benefited crops; reports from high ele- 
‘vations in mountain valleys indicate 
complete loss of fruit by the cold snap 
of two weeks ee, apricots, peaches 
and gra mise large crops. 

Riverside Quite. a 
heavy rain is falling tonight (Mon- 
day,) but it was too late coming to 
do any good; cut hay will be somewhat 
damaged; the Enterprise ‘says that 
Palm Valley has ripe apricots and 
grapes will be ripe in a couple of 
weeks. Perris: The hay crop of the 
Perris Valley has been harvested and 
the yield was much better than ex- 
pected. 

Orange county—Anaheim: A trace of 
rain fell Monday; the nights of the 
past week have been uniformly foggy, 
which benefited . growing crops; no 
more rain to do goods expected, and 
the beet crop will suffer. Santa Ana: 
The walnut crop in Orange county 
promises to be very large, and the 
quality of nuts are superior to those 
of former years; the deciduous fruit 
trees show a fine healthy growth, and 
the crop promises to be very heavy. 

San Diego county—Bernardo: The 
hay crop is being cut and is much less 
than a fair yield; in many places the 
crop is not large enough to mow; al- 
falfa is very good, and so far shows 
no effect of the dry weather. 


INHERITED RIGHT-HANDEDNESS. 


A Peculiarity of the Human Race Which Has 
Been Studied by a Professor. 

Prof’ J. Mark Baldwin of Princeton 
University has been performing a series 
of experiments upon one of his chil- 
dren, with a view to finding the origin 
of right-handedness. There is no ap- 
‘parent scientific reason why a man 
should use one hand any more than 
another, or why the muscles of one arm 
should be stronger. than those of the 
other. A number of theories have been 
advanced to account for the phenome- 
non. One of the most plausible, ac- 
cording to the 8t. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
is that people become right-handed 
from the manner in which they are held 
and carried when small children. The 
mother c es the child in such a 
way as to leave its right hand free 
and from this early experience the habit 
is acquired which runs through its 
whole life. It is also a curious fact 
that the observation of animals fails 
to show an uneven development of the 
muscles or limbs on one side of the 
body as compared with those on the

Money prizes traction 
systems have been the fashion of late. 
The last competition was that cited 
by the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany of New York for a prize of $50,- 
000. Plans: and systems almost wit'i- 
out number were put in, but nothing 
is yet heard of an award. A competi- 
tion that is now causing a good deal 
of interest is organized by a Paris 
newspaper for the purpose of deciding 
what is the best self-moving vehicle 
for ordinary roads. The compétition 
takes place on June 1. Vehicles of 
any country are admitted. They may 
be moved by steam, electricity, gas, 
petroleum, or anything élse, and must 
seat at least four people, In the pre- 
liminary trials the distance to be cov- 
ered is thirty-one miles, which must 

done in three hours. The first 
trial is over a stretch of road seventy- 
eight miles long. The prize will be 
given to the horseless vehitle which 
best combines the conditions of Safery, 
commodiousness and econom The 
first prize will be $1000, and there will 
be four other prizes of, respectively, 
$400, $390, $200, and $100. Recent events 
in this country have given the public 
cause to look with some distrust on 
such competitions, in which only ons 
man’s ideas are paid for, while the 
brains of a,hundred,. others may be 
“nicked,” and the whole pro- 
ee. may be turned into a legalized 
‘fconfidence game;’’ but there is no 
reason to doubt that the French com- 
petition is quite legitimate, and that 
the best system will win.

might not lose their voices. For this 
purpose she studied anatomy. Sur- 
rounded, however, as she was, by the 
idiots and bigots who would cut off all 
intellectual pursuits from women, she 
was obliged to study in secrct. 

She dissected larynx after larynx 
and spent years in her search, trying to 
find for one thing why women’s head 
tones could reach high C, while men 
had no soprano tones. 

At length her search was rewarded. 
She discovered under the microscope 
one day two small wedge-shaped car- 
tilages, whose action produces the 
highest tones of the human voice. She 
made her discovery public. 

It excited great attention among 
scientists.

AT CITY HALL. 
WATSON STILL UNDER FIRE. 


- ‘The Investigation: of the Street Superintend- 
ent’s “ffics Continued. 

The investigation of the Street Su- 
perintendent’s office was continued yes-: 
_terday morning before the Finance 
Committee of the City Council. Some 
of the testimony proved quite sensa- 
tional, as statements made. by wit- 
messes flatly contradicted certain 
‘sworn statements made by Street Su-” 
perintendent Watson. One of the team- 
sters employed on the department was 
unable to give his testimony in English 
and it had to be taken. through the 
medium of an interpretier. Witnesses 
who have been examined up to this 
time all seem to agree that those who 
lent money to Mr. Witson did so be- 
eause they wanted to and thought it 
would be a very nice way to help him 
eSt of his difficulty. In fact, so the tes- 

omy has it, they were many of them 
arerse to having the money repaid to 
them at all. 

“Frank Ricard, being sworn, stated he 
is a teamster eraployed in connection 
with the chain-gang. He had paid 
about $75 to Deputy Townsend in Janu- 
ary last, or nearly that time. Town- 
send asked him for the money, stating 
it was to help Mr. Watson. When wit- 
—ness gave the money he got no receipt 
for it. There was nothing said to him 
then about it being -paid back to him. 
He has not yet been paid. There was 
no threat or inducement offered him 
that he would lose his job if he did 
not pay the money. He thought per- 
haps he will get it back. - 

Aristel. Veiux, being sworn, testified 
through an interpreter that he also has 
been employed for some time as team- 
ster in connection with the chain-gang. 
Witness gave Ricard $75 to be given to 
Townsend to be paid to Watson. Wit- 
ness understood the money to be to 
help Watson out of a difficulty. » 

' L. C. Taylor, being sworn, stated that 
he is a teamster in the employ of the 
street department, and has been for sev- 
eral mouths. He drives one of the city 
teams. He gave $10 to McGuire, the 
corral foreman, to go to Watson to help 
make up the Stewart deficiency. He 
was told the money would be given 

ck if Mr. Watson was able to repay 
it. He was told plainly by McGuire 
_that the payment would have nothing 
to do with his keeping his job. The 
money has not been paid back to him. 

Dan Creede, who has been employed 
in the street department for a number 
of years, testified that he paid $10 to 
some one whom he remembered as hav- 
ing been ‘McGuire, the foreman. He 
had had about $6 paid back to him. In 
giving his testimony witness acted as 
if he was unable to remember events 
sufficiently well. to answer the. questions 
put to him. In fact, from, his replies 
one might be led to think he was fear- 
ful about answering at all. . 

Hugh J. McGuire, foreman at the city 
corral, stated that, about the time of 
the Stewart deficiency, he loaned Mr. 
Watson $250, and took his note for it, 
which note has since been paid. Wit- 
ness collected $67 from employees—ex- 
clusive of the $250 transaction—and 
gave it to Mr. Watson. Witness col- 
lected $10 from Dan Creede, none of 
which amount has been pai@ back. 
Witness gave the $67 directly to Mr. 
Watson. As near as he could remem- 
ber he collected from others besides 

. Creede, as follows: Louis Nollenger, $10; 
' Mr. Taylor, $10; Ben Chavis, $5; Charley 
- Brawnell, $10; John Bennett, $10. None 
of these sums have been paid back. 
When he paid it to Mr. Watson he 
handed it over with a list of the con- 
tributors. 

- After considering the matter infor- 
mally for a time, the committee ad- 
journed to meet again this afternoon, 
at which time the investigation will be 
continued.

Corre- 
spondence.) ‘he property-owners ‘on Ma- 
rengo avenue, between Colorado and Cali- 
fornia stfeets, were well represented at 
a meeting held Thursday afternoon at 
the Board of Trade rooms to consider the 
question of improving this thoroughfare.

Philadelphians well deserve their rep~ 
utation for slowness. Progression ig 
an unknown word in ,the Quaker City. 
The fashionable people scorn any inno 
vations, as they desire to continue to 
do as their fathers did. When you look 
upon the number of slow‘and uncertain 
horse-car lines and the aggravating 
speed of the cable-cars, says a writer 
in the Pittburgh Dispatch, you can 
well judge the temperament of a peo- 
ple who will stand by and suffer such 
things. Philadelphians are perhaps the 
most peculiar, clannish, unchangeable 
people that exist in any city of the 
country. They possess certain traits 
of character and ideas regarding so- 
ciology, which will probably be found 
still thriving and strong by any one 
going to Philadelphia a hundred years 
hence.

Suicide of an Old Man at the 
Arcade Depot.

his hat and cane, and running directly 
toward the locomotive. Before any one 
could divine his purpose and prevent 
him from carrying it out, the old man 
deliberately .made a dive and threw 
himself apparently under the wheels 
of the engine. 

Engineer Patterson upon hearing the 
shouts of the few people who witnessed | 
the affair, applied the brakes and 
stopped his engine, but the unfortunate 
old man was rolled for about twenty 
feet before this could be effected. He 
was dragged from beneath the wheels, 
when it was found that he was already 
beyond human aid, his skull being 
crushed, the left jaw broken, and the 
left arm, shoulder and leg fractured. 
Coroner Cates was notified of the“oc- 
currence, and under his directions the 
body was removed to the undertaking 
establishment of R. L. Garrett & Co., 
where an inquest was held at 7 o'clock 
Jast night, the jury returning 4 ver- 
dict of “accidental death,”’ and exoner- 
ating the railroad men.
